Mr. Charles “Murphy (instructed by Mr. 


Alfred E. Walker), on behalf of the plaintiff, | 


applied for an order for the administration 
of the ‘trusts ef the will of the deceased . 
Thomas Haverty. The plaintiff is the sur-. 
viving .executrix of the will of deceased 
testator, who expressed the wish that certain 


“sums, amounting now to between £11,000: and 


£12,000, should be called the Haverty Trust 
und be used for the purpose of encouraging 
lrish art (painting) in the same way that 
the Chantreys or Turners bequest is used for 
Knglish art, and for the management of 
this trust he appointed the President of the 
Roval. Hibernian Academy, the Director of 
the National Gallery of Ireland, and the Lord 
Mayor of Dublin, each for the time being 
In tie future 

The deceased Thomas Haverty resided at 93 
lindsay road, Glasnevin. His will bore no 
date, but® was made in 1911. He died on 
the 30th December, 1916. In the portion of 
the will dealing with the trust he stated: 
“1 should much like that the pictures chosen 
for purchase should be what are called 
historical, or, if not that, what are called 
‘fancy subjects’: no landscapes, except, 
perhaps, an occasional one of a very high 
order. The painters of the pictures must be 
of Irish birth and live. in Ireland, and 1 
wish the President and Council of the Hiber- 
nian Academy, together with the Directors 
of the National Gallery of Ireland, to be 
judges of the pictures purchased or offered 
for purchase. Should there be no picture 
offered in any one year deemed by the judges 
of sufficient merit. to be purchased, I wish 
the yearly income derived from the trust to 
be carried over and added to the principal, 
and better results looked for the next year, 
and so on.” 

SUGGESTIONS OFFERED. 

Mr. Murphy said that he thought the best 
thing to do with’ the money. would be to 
transfer it to the Commissioners of Charitable 
Donations and Bequests, to be applied as 
might be directed by whatever committee his 
lordship might appoint for the selection of 
the pictures, so as to get id of the expense 
of appointing new trustees from time to 
time. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Chadwick) (instructed by Messrs. French and 
French), applied for an order that Mr. 
William Dermod O’Brien, President of the 
Royal Hibernian Academy, be joined as a 
defendant in the summons. He referred to an 
affidavit of Mr. O’Brien, and: said that the 
three gentlemen mentioned in the will were, 
he took it, ‘trustees so far as the will was 
concerned, while the body that was to select

MR. O'’BRIEN’S AFFIDAVIT. 

Mr. O'Brien, counsel said, has made an 
affidavit in which, after saying he has been 
advised that under the provisions of the will 
he, in conjunction with ¢he Director of the 
National Gallery and the Lord Mayor of 
Dublin, was in the position of a trustee, 
that, by. reason of that position and 
of his great interest in the advancement and 
encouragement of Irish art, he is vitally con- 
cerned in the summons, makes certain recom- 
mendations or suggestions... The first is that 
the fund should be vested in the Commis- 
sioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests, 
and that is probably the course of action 
that will ultimately be adopted. I under- 
stand there is no Lord Mayor .of Dublin 
at the moment: whether we will ever be 
blessed with one again or not I do not know: 
but he suggests that, pending that event, 
happening,..the twó ether gentlemen should 
be the trustees. Then he deals with the 
question of the selection of the pictures, and 
suggests that the selection should be en. 
trusted to a committee of six. If the selec- 
tion is to be carried out by the body 
indicated in the will, the result would be 
that you would have a very cumbersome 
committee: a body consisting not only of 
people who knew something about painting 
and art, but people who, of necessity, would 
not know anything at all about it. - 


Mr. Jellett, was that the pictures, when pur- 
chased, should become the property of the 
(Governors and Directors of the National 
Gallery. That was a matter that would have 
to be very carefully considered. ‘The reason 
for that was that. the Royal Hibernian 
Academy had no place to put the pictures. 
So far as physical space was concerned. the 
National Gallery seemed to be the only place 
they had at the moment. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—If they go to the 
National Gallery, that means that the majority 
of living artists are out of it.

It was for the people to guard their pro- 
erty from vested interests, and to see that 
it was not strangled. as. was the great system 
of canals, both in this country and in England. 

FUNCTION OF RAILWAYS. 
In the case of the railways, they must admit 
that they in turn, with every other industry, 
must cull and write off from their business ail 
that is out of date. Having faith in their own 


syste’. they must cease to expect reward 
for r that for which they are not in a 
E to do well, They must give up 
ealu. .y endeavouring to compete for certain 


short-distance traffic, thereby enabling their 
superfluous stations to be closed, and, by a 
whole-hearted co-operation with road tran- 
sport, they must link up their magnificent 
system with the very doors of the houses. 
By means of road transport the railways 
ean get in touch with the home, and the un- 
deniable benefits which rail transport offers 
can be brought home to the people. Tt is 
no good trying to avoid the fundamental! fact 
that people live along roads and not aloug 
railways. 
The railways are uttering piteons complaints 
about the unfairness cf competition, and im 
their mightiness seemingly refuse to admit 
that they have aught to learn. With their 
decades of security they have let their third 
Class stock go right out of date--a matter, 
which I venture to assert, would soon be put 
right if their directors and senior staff were 
condemned to travel constantly over their 
secondary lines in third class cartiages. Would 
not one good class, with suitable coaches, suit 
the needs of this country better than the 
three classes at present maintained? 
In the matter of fares and freight rates, 
surely all cannot be well. In other coun 
tries where conditions are not more favour 
able much lower fares and freights obtain. 
In India, for example, for 1.74. per mile 
one can travel first class, and have a bed and 
a bathroom; third class one can travel two 
and a half miles for a penny 
Major Waller asked his hearers to consider 
whether the complaint that the ‘bus, the 
lorry and the car are ruinimg the railways 
is not somewhat overdune. 

THE POOR MAN'S CAR. 
The *bus, he said, is the univérsal passenger 
Currier; it serves rich and poor alike, but 
ptimarily it is the poor man’s car. It is the 
form of public transport that enters most 
closely into the lives of the people; it carries 
the people themselves, their parcels, their 
papers, theit dogs and even their pigeons; it 
tukes the children to school and brings them 
home again, and takes the congregations to 
their respective places of worship. The ‘bus 
has largely wiped out the tedious journey 
from the farm to the town and the railway 
station; has superannuated to a large extent 
the ass and cart, and emancipated those who 
were previously condemned to spebd their 
hves in dullness and solitude. ‘lo the town- 
dweller it has made new areas available for 
residence, saved long and dreary walks nyght 
and morning, and cheapened the cost of living 
by introducing low fares. 
He denied that the "bus was ruining the 
railways. It may be doing some slight harm 
at present, but to lay the depleted rail re- 
ceipts at the door of the 'bus was childish. 
he enormous preponderance of low-priced 
tickets sdld of long distance "buses proves 
the preponderance of short journeys taken. 
These do not hurt the railways, and some of 
them by linking the home to the rail definitely 
help the railways. Of the higher ‘valued 
tickets many passemgers would have gone by 
car and others would have stayed at home. 
We are left with those who would definitely 
have travelled by trfin, and after having 
travelled by train, and after having travelled 
many. thousands of miles by 'bus, I am con- 
vinced that these represent, not a negligible, 
but a very small percentage of the smote. 


FEEDING THE RAILWAYS. 
This class, in my opinion, said Major 
Waller, is shrinking; it was at its greatest 
Strength in the early days when Bus de- 
velopment was singht—when the first 
routes to be developed were those which 
ran parallel to the railways. With the 
turther development of cross-routes, which is 
uow taking place, the proportion of these in 
relation to those whom the ’buses take to and 
from the rail is very definitely on the de- 
crease. With a slight improvement in com- 
fort in the trains and a slight reduction in 
railway fares, I submit to you, as my very 
definite opimon, the ‘buses will bring more 
people to the trains than they will take away. 
Pwo main factors that tend at the moment to 
delay this coming about are: (1) The proposed 
heavy taxation of motor ‘buses that will kill 
the cross-country route stone dead, and confine 
the profitable operation of the "bus to main 
routes which run paralel to the railway.

After the, 
Armistice. a completely new situation ' 
arose. All the world was in the debt of 
the United’ States, and American manu- 
facturers found that their only real hope 
of deriving material benefit from. their 
war gains was to increase their export. 
trade to Europe. 

Immediately after the war, therefore, 
European manufacturers were faced with 
a highly organised and admirably con- 
ducted campaign of American propaganda. 
For atime the American motor car 
captured almost the entire European 
trade, and the Hollywood. film exporters 
had a clear field. Individual manufac- 
turers in Britain, France and Germany 
struggled against this fierce attack on 
their position, but from the first they 
were fighting a losing battle. The 
Americans concentrated on standardisa- 
tion and mass production, whereas the 
Europeans strove to maintain their pre- 
war reputation for individuality of design 
and high standards of manufacture. 
Germany was the first country to recog- 
nise the futility of this conflict. Hugo 
Stinnes, who was a commercial genius, 
decided to copy the American methods, 
with the result that, within a very short 
period of time, he had built up an organi- 
sation in Germany that could hold its own 
with the most powerful trusts in the 
United States. He specialised in the 
‘vertical ” system of trusts. If he 
bought a newspaper, he also bought a 
forest to supply the pulp for his news- 
print, and gained control of all the 
intermediate processes of manufacture. 
Stinnes’s success induced others to follow 
his lead. Firms that hitherto had com- 
peted with one another on a more or less 
small scale, joined forces to create huge 
trusts, and after a few years Germany 
was almost completely ‘‘ trustified ’’— 
that is to say, her manufacturers contrived 
to eliminate virtually all internal com- 
petition. 

This process, which was repeated in 
France, and to a smaller extent in 
England, represented the first move of the 
Europeans to defénd themselves against 
American competition. Having organised 
national trusts, they proceeded to form 
“cartels.”’ . German coke 
became allied with French iron ore. 
Potash syndicates were absorbed into one 
huge organisation, and it is hoped that 
sooner or later the great British 
combine of chemical manufacturers, 
which was created, and is directed, 
by Lord Melchett’s masterful’ brain, 
may conclude a working arrangement 
with the almost equally powerful German 
group. All these movements are tend- 
ing in the same direction—namely, to 
a closing of Europe’s economic ranks, The 
fact that the Ruhr iron masters can 
endure a month's stoppage without serious 
hurt to their industry proves the 
enormous value of the “ cartel’’ system, 
and there is little doubt that, as time 
progresses, conservative England 
gradually: wilk find herself forced by 
circumstances to ally herself with the 
continental States. At present. the most 
serious obstacle is the tariff system. So 
long as European nations persist in the 
erection of tariff walls against one another 
the ideal of a United States of Europe, 
in the economic sehse of the term, never 
can be achieved. Most of the nations 
realise this fact, and are beginning to 


even 


their eventual abolition. Some of them, 
unfortunately—and in this category the 
Irish Free State must be included—persist 
in efforts to swim against the tide.

occasions by:the break-down of telegraphic 
connections during bad weather was dis- 
cussed “yesterday by the’ Belfast. and 
District Chamber of Trade. - Major J. T. 
Duffin, President of the Chamber, said 
that this ifiterruption of communications 


“in the year. 1928'seemed to be “rather out- 


rageous.”’ A resolution was adopted calling 
on the Government of. Northern Ireland 
to approach the British Government 
with the purpose to secure the 
establishment of a supplementary ‘‘ wire- 
less”? service between Northern Ireland 
and. Great Britain.. Inconvenience and 
financial loss, as one of the members 
ofthe Chamber observed, are attendant 
on these lapses, which are as frequent 
now as they were twenty years ago. All 
Ireland suffers, and a remedy ought to be 
sought by a united country, The sugges- 
tion of a supplementary “ wireless ’’ service 
is: good. » During the national strike in 
Great Britain two years ago newspapers 
depended on “wireless’’ reception of 
messages “ broadcasted ” from London for 
information which was of vital import to 
the Irish public. Circumstances well might 
arise in which news from Ireland would 
be of such importance in England that a 
suspension of telegraphic and telephonic 
services would cause anxiety and loss. 
Valuable as wireless means of communi- 
cation may prove in remote emergencies, 
however, there is a relatively simple means 
of improving Anglo-Irish communications. 
The interruptions which have occurred 
during the frequent storms of the present 
and last winter all would have been obviated 
if. certain overhead telegraphic - wires 
had been replaced by subterranean wires. 
It is in the.wind-beaten region of North 
Wales that ruptures occur again and again 
in fierce weather. Every winter repair 
gangs are kept busy on this portion of the 
communication system between Ireland and 
the great centres of political and com- 
mercial affairs in the other island. Let 
subterranean wires be installed, and 
interruptions will be all but ended. It 
must be remembered that “ wireless ” com- 
munication, with all its advantages, still 
is not, and, perhaps, never can be, as 
steadily trustworthy as ordinary methods 
of telegraphy. A supplementary “ wire- 
less ” service, therefore, although desirable, 
is by no means so urgently needed as the 
perfection of the present telegraphic and 
telephonic service. 


AN UNAUTHORISED 
PRAYER-BOOK. 
———@— 
QUESTIONS IN THE 
COMMONS. 


In the House of Commons yesterday, 

Colonel Applin (Conservative, Entield) 
asked the Prime Minister. whether his 
attention had been drawn to the 
threatened publication and sale of the un- 
authorised Prayer-book ; and whether, in 
the interest of peace and order in the 
Established Church and in support of the 
authority of Parliament, he would con- 
sider the introduction of a short amend- 
ing bill to the Enabling Act to make it 
illegal to publish or offer for sale any 
Book of Common Prayer for use in the 
Established Church that had not received 
the sanction oí Parliament. (Cheers and 
luughter. ) 

Mr. Baldwin, assuming that the ques- 
tion referred to the publication of the 
book described as “ Book of Common 
Prayer, with Additions and Deviations 
proposed in 1928,’ said—These additions 
and deviations are in the same positions 
as any priyate literary work, and to 
attempt to prevent publication by Act of 

arliament would be a gross and unpre- 
cedented interference with the liberty of 
the subject. (Cheers and laughter.) I 
would, moreover, point out that the act 
of publication cannot authorise the use 
in the Established Church of any book 
the use of which is not otherwise 
authorised, and I undérstand that in the 
preface to the book in question a definite 
statement is made that publication does 
not directly or indirectly imply that it 
can be vegarded as authorised for use in 
churches. 

Mr. Remer: (Conservative; Macclesfield) 
—Is the right hon. gentleman aware that 
this publication causes grave offence to a 
great many people—(laughter)}—and that 
the opinion is held that this is merely a 
way to get round the authority of Parlia- 
ment? |

Six Dartmouth students ‘started out 
from the College at Hanover, New Hamp- 
shire, last Wednesday to climb Mount 
Washington during the Thanksgiving Day 
holiday. They were all experienced 
climbers but one, a freshman named 
Herbert J. Young, of St. Louis, who had 
never been up a mountain before. 

Last night five of the six returned to 
Hanover with the body of Young. All of 
them were in a pitiable condition, and 
two had their feet frozen. 

The party had climbed to the top of 
Carter Notch on Thanksgiving Day (Thurs- 
day last), and next morning they set oit 
for the Appallachian Club hut at the 
Lake of the Clouds, far above the timber- 
line of the mountain. The hut was stil! 
a mile away when Young complained of 
feeling weak. 


GALE AND SNOWSTORM. 

With a gale raging, his companions 
decided that it was wiser to try and reach 
the base station, three miles below, than 
to push on to. the hut, but before they 
reached the timber they were caught in a 
heavy snowstorm. 

Young pleaded to be allowed to sleep. 
but they drageed him along as well as 
they could. Progress, however, was so 
alarmingly slow that two of the party, 
Allen and Fairchild, decided to go ahead 
to the base and get a toboggan to bring 
Young In on, while the other remained 
with him to keep him awake. 


HEROIC STRUGGLE. 

They left the others at.1 am. on 
Saturday, and, after a heroic struggle 
through the snow, reached the base cabin 
only to find no toboggan. 

It was late on Saturday afternoon before 
they got back to: the party on’ the 
mountain. Young was then unconscions. 
The five students carried and drag-ced 
him down the mountain, and sometime 
during the journey he died—when. ther 
did not know. '

Speaking at a meeting cí the Victoria 
Unionist Association in Belfast last night, 
Viscount, Craigavon said that he “been 
accused by his opponents of beating the big 
drum before a general election, “T am very 
fond of the big drum,” he said, “ for, at any 
rate, it always plays the same tune.

BOTH GOVERNMENTS TO BE 
APPROACHED. 


The condition of Lifford bridge over the 
River Feyle near Strabane, which is one of 
ithe main arteries of traffic between the six 
eounties and the lvish Free State, was dis- 
ussed yesterday at Tyrone County Council, 
Colonel R. J. Howard, J.P. (Chairman), pre- 
siding, on a report to the effect that the 
bridge was dangerous and unable to carry 
the volume ci traftic passing over it. 

In connection with the matter an exten- 
sively-signed memorial was received from the 
inhabitants of the urban district of Strabane, 
setting forth that-the bridge was too narrow 
lor present-day traffic, and that a reconstruc- 
tion in accordance with modern requirements. 
or the construction of a new bridge, was 
absolutely essential. It was suggested that 
the proper Government departments both in 
Northern. Jreland and in the Irish Free State 
should be approached and urged to defray 
the cost of the new bridge in equa! propor- 
tions. 

Mr. J. F. A. Simms, soliciter, appeared 
on behalf of the memorialists and ales on 
behalf of the Sirabane Urban Council, and 
Stated that a similar memorial was being 
extensively signed in County Donegal, to be 
presented to the Donegal County Couneil. 
The Chairman said that the Strabare 
Urban Council should send a deputation to 
the Ministry of Home Affairs on the subject 

Mr. Simms said that he had advised the 
Urban Council that they had no power in 
the matter, as the road authority in the 
casa was the County Council. 

Lhe Chairman said that the Tyrone County 
Council would support the memorial, but. 
ot course, they could do nothing unless the 
authorities on the other side took it up. 

Mr. Rowley Elliott, M.P., moved that the 
Council approve of the proposal and appoint 
a deputation, consisting of the Chairman of 
he County Council, the four M.P.’s for the 
county, with Mr. .Thomas Stewart, Mr. 
William Rankin, J.P., and the County Sur-

Mr. John 
liyan, solicitor, represented Packing Cases, ! 
Ltd.; Mr. J. D. Hollinger represented the | 
next-of-kin, and Mr. W. Donnelly, the 
Inspector of Factories. 

Dr. Gerald Griffiths, House Surgeon, said 
that the body was bruised over the lower 
ribs on the left side, the heart was ruptured, 
and also the liver and spleen. The block of 
vood which he was shown could have caused 
the injuries if it struck the deceased man 
with creat force. 

Evidence was given by John Purdy, who 
was assisting Brock on the morning of the 
accident. The “* riding knife,” which should 
have been attached to the bench immediately 
hehind the saw, was not there. 

Dr. Byrne, Coroner, after further evidence, 
said that the Board of Trade regulations had 
heen complied with by the firm. It was 
absolutely necessary in this particular plant 
that the worker should have put the riding 
knife in position. People using these 
machines sometimes become careless, and go 
this unfortunate man had not complied with 
the necessary regulations. 

Mr. Ryan said fhat the firm had nothing 
hut appreciation for Brock, and were sorry 
for the accident which had occurred in such 
tragic circumstances.

While there is no doubt as to the utility 
of sugar heet tops as a green food for live 
stock, they suffer frum one disadvantage. as 
far as Ireland is concerned.

of carting. Harvesting of sugar beet extends 
from now on to the end of January, at which 
time there is not much scarcity of foodstuffs 
as a rule. In other countries, where the tops 
are not consumed fresh, they are converteu 
into ensilage, and in that way make a capital 
focdstuff, In this country the making of en- 
silage in any form has not caught on gener- 
ally. Although there has been some develop. 
ment. in this direction of late, the number of 
silos all over the country is not large, and 
heet-growers are not likely to go to the 
trouble of making silage for the purpose of 
preserving sugar beét tups alone, apart alto- 
cether from the expense of building a “io. If 
sugar beet tops were available Fresh in March 
thev would serve te tide over a hungry period 
of the year; but as they are hot. one of the 
hest ways of using them seems to be t* let 
stock have access to them for portion of the 
day, and plough the surplus in.

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DE-RATING SCHEME IN 
SIX COUNTIES. 


FREIGHT REBATES NOW IN 
OPERATION. 


The freight rebate section of the Rating 
and Valuation (Apportionment) Bill, known 
as the ‘‘De-Rating Bill,” came into opera- 
tion in Northern Ireland on December lst, 
simultancouely with the inauguration of the 
scheme in Great Britain. he amount of 
rebate for the first six months will be 10 per 
cent. 
The scheme applies to ralierey canal, and 
dock witiettakings, which include one or 
more freight hereditaments within the mean- 
ing+of the new Rating Bill. Pools will be 
formed, out of which the undertakings will 
be recouped monthly the amount of rebate 
allowed, and also the amount incurred in 
administrative expenses. The traffic selected 
for rebate of freight charges on railways and 
canals is as follows:—Coal, coke, and patent 
fuel for industrial purposes (ex 
cluding coal to be used by public 
supply mae shegis ee | artificial manures ; 
lime,. limestone, avd salt for agricultural 
purposes; feedingstuffs for live stock and 
poyliry feeding—namely, maize meal or 
Indian meal (including flaked maize); bran, 
pollard, middlings, sharps, seconds, or thirds ; 
oik cake Leaca broken, or ground); dry 
brewers’ and distillers’ grains, and malt 
culms; compound cakes and meals; tapioca 
root meal. or flour and rice Meal; treacles 
or molasses; and bean and pea meal, When 
this trafié terminates in Northern Ireland; 
also, potatoes and live stock originating in 
Northern Ireland; and linen and cotton 
yarns, linen and cotton cloths, flax, hemp, 
and tow, originating of terminating in 
Northern Irejand. 
The traffic selected for rebate of dock 
charges are:—Exported cattle, sheep, lambs, 
and pigs (live or dead); potatoes, linen and

QUESTION OF CONSERVATORS’ 
POWERS. 

“ There is unlimited wealth being abso- 
lutely wasted in Ireland,” said Major Metge 
at the meeting of the Boyne Fishery Conser- 
vators in Drogheda last Saturday, when a 
question was raised of the Boatd’s powers 
to take over small rivers and tributaries at 
pent privately held, and preserve them for 
shing. 
My. C. F. Bomford instanced the case of 
the Rossmayne river, which he believed Mr. 
McCann, the owner, would be willing to hand 
over to the Board for preservation. It was 
a river that had been “* poached out,’’ and if 
taken over he would suggest that it be closed 
for a year at least. 
Some members expressed a doubt as to the 
Board’s powers in the matter, and the Chair- 
mah (Captain Law) said that he had been 
talking to Major Watkins about the Nanny 
river, which used tó be a very good trout 
river, and Major Watkins’ opinion was that 
if the 1: parian owners agreed to preserve the 
river. they could appeal to the Conservators’ 
Board to help them to re-stock it, 
Major Metge said that thé riparian owners 
were now all small men Who had purchased 
out, and who did not bother abot the fish- 
ing. He asked Mr. Dennis if he could: pro- 
cure from their local T.D. details of the 
expenditure of the Dail raté for fisheries, as, 
it seemed to him that the inland fisheries 
were getting none of the money except a 
small grant here and there for repairing a 
weir.

One 
of six deaths for Limerick was from whooping 
cough. The only death registered from 
Wexford was from measles.

BELFAST DOCTOR FINED. 


Dr. Henty B. Spratt, Ardehvohr, Wood- 
stock road, Belfast, was fined 20s 
at Newtownbreda Petty Sessions last Satur- 
day for failing to report a case of scarlatina 
in accordance with the Infectious Diseases 
Notification Act of 1899. 

Mr. Harper, who prosecuted, said that Dr. 
Spratt attended a child, Robert  Starritt, 
Picardy avenue. Crezach. and certified 
scarlet fever, on October 16th, when the child 
was sent to hospital. No notification of that 
was sent to Dr. Milligan (the Registrar under 
the Act) till the evening of October 18th, 
when he received a message by telephone 
from the Clerk of the Council. who, in turn. 
had been informed of the fact bv the Post 
Office authorities, where the father of the 
child in question was emploved.: The doctor’s 
explanation was that he had filled in the 
certificate on the night of October 16th. but 
had not a stamp for the letter. He (Mr. 
Harper) contended that the matter was of 
such importance that it should have been 
notified by telephone in that event. 

The defendant stated that he posted the 
notification on the morning of October 17 
and thought that Dr. Milligan would have 
received it that evening. In anv case. the 
disinfection should not have been carried out 
until the morning of October 18, as a letter 
— on the evening of the 16th would not 

vave been received until the evening of the 
following day. 

The Bench imposed a fine as stated.

DETECTIVES FIRED 
ON, 


PENAL SERVITUDE F OR 
COUNTY CORK MAN, 
he Se 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN.) 


Cornelius Healy, known as “' the one-eyed 
gunner,” of Blarney, County Cork, was 
charged on different connts with having 
shot at Detective Officers T. O'Donnell and 
William Barrett, with intent to murder 
them, on August Ist, 1927; and also with 
having been in unlawful possession of fire- 
arms, : 

The defendant at first refused to recognise 
the right of the Court to try him, but sub- 
sequently conducted his own defence. 

Detective T. O'Donnell, in evidence, stated 
that on August Ist, 1927, he eycled from 
Mallow to a farm near Donoughmore, and 
when approaching the house of a man named 
onovan, he saw a man standing at the 
vate leading into a gravel pit. When the 
man saw him he turned around, whipped a 
revolver from his pocket, and fired four 
shois at witness. 

Witness fired in return, and saw the man 
limp as he went into a gap. The man then 
went along some fences, followed by witness, 
and finally he disappeared into a glen, where 
witness lost sight of him. 

Witness went back to Mallow, and re- 
turned later with a party of detectives. They 
searched the place and found the blue jacket 
coat, in which was a notebook bearing the 
name “ Cornelius Healy.’’ He identified the 
prisoner, whom he had known for about 
eighteen months, as the man who fired at 
hum. 


REVOLVER SHOTS. 

Detective Barrett said that he, with other 
detectives, were searching for Healy, when 
they saw him walking along a fence near 
his home. Witness went towards Healy, 
and when about forty yards from him he 
conumanded him to put up his hands. Healy 
dropped back behind a gate, drew a revolver, 
and fired at him. When pursued he fired 
another shot. When Healy reached the 
middle of a marsh he fired two more shots 
in the direction of the detectives, after which 
he ran towards the mountains and was lost 
to sight. 

Handed a map by the prisoner, witness 
said that he was unable to point out the 
spot on the map where the shooting was 
alleged to have occurred. 

Prisoner—Did you fire any shots ?—Yes, 
two, 

Did Detective Maguire fire shots ?—Yes, 
ne or two, 

Had you a gun pointed at the man when 
you told him to put his hands up 7—Yes. 

Did you allow a surprised man to fire two 
shots without your firing any shots ?—He 
had the shade of the gate pier. 

James Cronin said that he was one of the 
party of detectives which was searching for 
Healy. 

Having given corroborative evidence, 
witness was cross-examined by the prisoner, 
and admitted that when they raided the 
house of a Mrs. Flynn for Healy they had 
their guns drawn, 

Prisoner—Did you or Barrett then threaten 
to blow my other eye out ’—No. 

You did not threaten to murder 
No fear; I never did. 

Detective Joseph Carrighey, another mem- 
her of the search party, stated that he could 
not positively identify the man who fired the 
shots as the prisoner in the dock. He was 
like him in appearance. The nearest detec- 
tive to the man when the shots were fired 
was eighty yards away. 

Sergeant E. Ryan, Union quay Barracks, 
Cork, gave evidence of having searched the 
prisoner after his arrest at the barracks, and 
of finding a revolver cleaning outfit. 

In a statement from the dock, Healy said 
that as a soldier he denied the right of the 
Court to try him at all; but, because the 
Guards came forward and made certain alle- 
gations against him, he wanted to see that at 
least they would tell the truth in their own 
Court. For the benefit of the Court and all 
in it, he wanted to state that the detectives 
alleged that he was “on the run” in connec- 
tion with dance hall incidents. That was 
false. He had been “on the run” since 
November, 1926, in connection with the :aids 
on barracks which took place at that time, 
and particularly in regard to Rylane Bar- 
rack, near Denoughmore. If he had been *‘ on 
the run” in connection with the dance hall 
incident they could probably have’ made out 
that it was only a petty squabble and not a 
political offence. He definitely stated that 
he was, “on the run ” for a political offence. 

EVADED ARREST. 

He had evaded arrest until Oct er áth, 
1928, when he was caught in his own house. 
iie was charged, in addition to the present 
charges, in relation to the dance hall inci- 
dent ; but he had never been brought for trial 
on the latter charge. 

Accused man went on to say that he, as a 
volunteer, was not very interested in the 
proceedings; but he wished to review the 
evidence given. He then dealt in detail with 
the evidence of the detectives, and said that 
a detective alleged that he (the prisoner) had 
fired shots at him at seven yards range. “If 
I fired at him at seven yards range,” said 
the prisoner, ‘‘and wanted to hit him, I 
would hit him, and at 47 yards, too.” 

Detective O’ Donnell stated that he believed 
that he had wounded him, but he had never 
heen hit, except by himself. The coat and 
hook found near the scene of the shooting 
did not belong to him. As to the allegation 
that he had hidden behind a gate. post, he 
would point. out that there was no gate 
there. He had never seen Detective O’Von- 
nell until he saw him in Mallow Court. He 
saw Barrett for the first time shortly before 
his arrest.

ALLEGATIONS. 

He alleged that when the detectives raided 
houses for him they had made threats that 
they would murder him, and that they had 
beaten a man unconscious because he would 
not tell where they could find him. One of 
the detectives who had given evidence, he 
said, was under a charge of murder at pre- 
sent, and a second detective—Detective 
Maguire—had been kicked out of the Guards 
because of a criminal offence—a man who 
had boasted to his (Healy’s) mother that he 
would murder him. Healy added that he be- 
lieved he had sailed for America some time 
“EO, 
For anything he had done since he first 
went “on the run” eleven years ago he 
apologised to nobody. He had taken part in 
the campaign against the Black and Tans and 
the Free State Forces. In this case, he main- 
ilained, he was a victim of circumstances and 
prejudice, Though many more important 
Volunteers who had been arrested in connec- 
tion with the barrack raids were released, the 
searching had continued and repeated raids 
had been carried out for him, until thev 
had found a better charge against him. 


“A TURBULENT BULLY.” 

Mr. Carrigan described the prisoner as a 
turbulent. bully, who assailed everybody con- 
nected with the Court proceedings and used 
it as an opportunity for describing the police 
and those engaged in the administration oí 
law and justice as prejurers and liars—men 
who would stop at no wrong-doing to bring 
a charge against him. 

The jury found the prisoner guilty of 
having shot at Detective O'Donnell with 
intent to maim, and with having shot at 
Detective Barrett also with intent to maim, 
and with being in the possession, of firearms. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan sentenced him to five 
years’ penal servitude on each of the first 
bvo counts. and to six months’ penal servi- 
tude on each of the two counts in connection 
with. the possession of firearms—all the 
sentences to run concurrently. 


MANSLAUGHTER CHARGE 


FAILS. 


John McGarrity and Bernard 
Young Dublin men, ed not guilty to the 
charge of the manslaughter of Patrick Cun- 
Ningham on April 7th last, at the junction 
of Beivedere road and Dorset street, Dublin.

' IN THE NORTHERN CAPITAL. 


FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


BELFAST, Monday, 

PRE Prime Minister was once more in 

prophetic mood when he addressed 
the members of the Belfast Builders’ 
Association at their annual dinner during 
the week-end. He predicted that if the 
people of Ulster will all pull together for 
another few years, they will have entered 
upon one of the most prosperous periods 
of the country. Using the language of 
symbolism appropriate to the occasion, 
the Premier said that he wanted no rotten 
bricks in the’ structure of his Government, 
but they wanted the whole fabric 
to stand up against any opponents 
from without or within, He was 
not perturbed, he declared, at the disturh- 
ing factors which they might have noticed 
during the past week, adding that he 
would serve Ulster as long as he. could 
without distinction of class or creed, rich 
or poor. There are many hostile 
elements in opposition to the Craigavon 
régime, and one cannot but admire the 
gallant front always presented by the 
Prime Minister to his opponents. He has 
a limitless confidence in the cause of 
which he is the head, notwithstanding the 
numerous desertions from the official camp, 
and looks forward to being returned at 
the next election with a following capable 
of withstanding all the assaults of. the 
combined Opposition forces. 


At the close of his speech Lord 
Craigavon said that he hoped it would 
never be necessary to have anyone but a 
trne-born Ulsterman, and, if possible, an 
Orangeman, as Prime Minister to guide 
the destinies of the province. It was, 
perhaps, neediess to say that. As a 
matter of policy it is generally considered 
advisable by aspirants for political prefer- 
ment to join the great Joyal institution. 
Indeed, it is a matter for comment that 
some politicians only - recognised its 
admirable principles since the Northern 
Government was set up. 


DECLINE O° DOG-RACING ? 


The statement made the other day bv 
Sir William Joynson-Hicks, that grey- 
hound racing is a dying sport, has come 
as an unpleasant shock to those interested 
in this form of amusement in Belfast, 
where there are two racing tracks. It will 
be recalled that attempts were made in the 
Northern House of Commons to haye the 
‘mechanical hare’’ exempted from the 
amusement tax, but Mr. Pollock, the 
Minister of Finance, was too wary a bird 
to be caught by the chaff that was offered 
in the form of argument. The Belfast 
racing grounds are well conducted, and as 
centres of sport are beyond reproach, but 
there is a widespread feeling that the 
betting spirit engendered in young people 
has a demoralising tendency which cannot 
he-considered without anxiety. The racing 
itself onlv lasts a few seconds, but ample 
time is afforded for backing one’s fancy, 
and, if the betting element were 
eliminated, the dividends would soon 
dwindle for want of patrons. 

According to Sir William, there has 
been a marked decrease in attendances at 
greyhound racing in London, and he pre- 
dicts that in a year or so the sport will be 
almost at an end; but the prophets in 
Belfast are not so pessimistic, some of the 
meetings last season in aid of charity 
having received very exalted patronage. 
Nevertheless, social reformers in the 
North hope that greyhound racing, as at 
present constituted, will soon have run 
its course. As Mr. Thomas Henderson 
pointed out in the House of Commons 
recently, the betting craze 1s worse than 
the drink problem, and there are many 
who will agree with the energetic member 
for the Shankill division. Should this 
form of amusement, with its claring lights 
and exciting atmosphere. disapnear, its 
passing will be unhonoured and unsung 
by the great mass of the people, 


ROMANCE OF THE HEN. 


What might be fitly called the romance 
of the homely Irish hen is to be found in 
the enhanced value of ber eggs within 
quite recent times. Not so very long ago 
these products of the farmyard occupied 
a very low position in thé. British markets, 
but in consequence of wise legislation all 
that has been changed and they now find 
a welcome everywhere. The subject was 
discussed at the last sitting of the 
Northern Senate when a new measure, the 
Marketing of Eggs Bill, received ité second 
reading. Its provisions are intended to 
protect still further the reputation of eggs 
from Northern Ireland. 

The principal clauses require that all 
preserved eggs of whatever origin and all 
home-produced, cold-stored and chemically 
stored eggs must be marked on the shell 
with an indication of the process to which 
they have been subjected. It further 
appears that from early next year all 
eggs other than those produced in Great 
3ritain and Northern Ireland wil! have 
to be marked on the shell with an indica- 
tion of their origin; so the Free State 
exporters will need to get their stamps 
ready. There was a good deal of grumbling 
when these protective measures were firs’ 
introduced, but their value is now recog- 
nised by both traders and the general 
public, and certainly a case of eggs. pace 
and marketed under the new system 15 
pleasant to look upon. 


BELFAST CATHEDRAL. 


Within the past few year the fabric of 
the Belfast Cathedra! has been greatly en 
riched by beautiful carvings on tho 
capitals of the massive columns in tho 
nave, as well as by other decorations, «nl 
at present handsome flooring is being Jaid 
in the north aisle. On Friday last the 
Bishop of Down dedicated the Pillar 
of Womanhood, the capital of which 1s 
carved with groups of figures placed | 
at the four corners and linked together 
by sprays of foliage. The figures 
are life-size, a fact which might be over- 
looked owing to the great size of the 
cathedral, and they are symbolical of the 
activities and virtues of womanhood. I! 
is of interest to note that on the corhel 
above the capital, Mrs. Alexander—the 
hymn-writer, and wife of the late Dr. | 


Alexander, Primate of All Ivreland— 
represents the imaginative side of woman- 


In paying s tribute to her goodness, the 
Very Rev. H. R. Brett, Dean of Belfast, 
said that it was with pleasure they welcomed 
her to their gallery of distinguished 
members of the Irish Church, both for 
what she was and what she did. To quote 
her own husband, whose face will in a few 
weeks appear on the corbel next to hers— 
“Archbishops come and go, and perhaps 
leave little behind for posterity except 
their name, but the prophetess who is 
also a poet bequeaths to all the ages the 
music of immortal words.” During the 
Service Mrs. Alexander's  well-knowr, 
hymn, “ There is a green hill far awzy,”’ 
was sung by the congregation. Many 
other improvements are being made in the 
cathedral, and the Dean has gathered 
around him a band of helpers, including 
the Lord Chief Justice and the Recorder 
of Belfast, who are doing invaluable 
service in that regard. 


7 EMPERANCE REFORM. 


The protest made by the Rev. Joseph 
Worsley, Seeretary of the Roman Catholic 
section of the Temperance Council of 
Christian Churches in England, against 
the activities of the extreme wing of that 
organisation, has created a good deal of 
interest in Northern Ireland, where a 
similar campaign is in force, Father 
Worsley condemns the slogan not to vote 
at the general elections for a “wet” 
candidate, and points out that to restrict 
a man from entering upon public life 
unless he is a total abstainer and.a pro- 
moter of prohibition is a grave injustice 
and may deprive the nation of a great 
Jeader in matters of social reform. ITTe 
describes such methods as pernicious, an:l 
says they want no panic legislation. In 
his opinion, what they require is a well- 
considered and well-balanced government 
of their people who will not be tvrannised 
over by a small minority of a cause which 
is hopeless and useless. 

The situation in the Six Counties 
virtually the same as what pictured across 
the Channel. Members of the Northern 
Government have declared that the 
demand for local ontion is useless, and 
eannot be granted. Yet the crusade is still 
being carried on, and threats have been 
made that the Government will be chanved 
if further restrictive temperance levisla- 
tion is not introduced. Here, as in Enc- 
land, the Churches are divided on the 
dangerous policy of coercive measures.

SOME SILENT INFLUENCES. 


The Ulster people are sober and in- 
dustrious, and they resent the slander 
that they are unable to control them- 
selves. Throughout the province the 
temperance problem is gradually solving 
itself. The consumption of alcoholic 
drinks has fallen enermously during the 
past few years, and the licensed trade 
Is experiencing a difficult time. Various 
causes have combined to bring this about. 
The spread of higher education, slender 
resources and the common-sense of th« 
people are all working silently in favour 
of a diminution in imdulgence of the 
“ flooring bowl.” Attempts to chain a frec 
people are ill-considered, and can only 
result in failure. There are plenty ci 
opportunities for reformers, however, in 
other directions. It has been stated that 
the betting evil has spread, with disastrous 
results, to the slum areas of Belfast, easily 
dwarfing the miseries caused by drinking 
customs; yet to it only an occasional 
reference is made. 

Extreme noverty and distress caused by 
unemployment, for which the working 
classes cannot be held to blame, also 
haunt the back streets, and there are 
many hundreds of sad-eyed youths roaming 
the city looking for something to do, and 
cannot find it, Social work in these 
quarters may not be picturesque, but it 
would be more useful than crying for the 
moon. Local option, followed by prohibi- 
tion—the declared aim of the extreme 
section of temperance organisations— 
would, so far as Northern Treland is con- 
cerned, simply mean a further enormous 
increase in unemployment, while the boot- 
legger and the rum-runner would see to it 
that the drink preblem of the North would 
become a real menace to the well-being of 
the State. 


THE LINEN JNDUSTRY. 


Notwithstanding all that has been done 
to assist the linen industry, very little 
progress has been made in its recovery, 
and thousands of operatives are still 
unable to find jobs. The question has been 
raised on several wceasions in the Northern 
Parliament, but, while the Government is 
naturally anxious to promote “a better 
trade, its hands are tied to a very great 
extent, and it is unable to pass a safe- 
guarding measure. Much has been done, 
hovever, in a publicity campaign, and 
Viscount Charlemont, in the Senate last 
w-ek, mentioned that during the past two 
years grants amounting to about £18,000 
had been mzde by the Government towards 
the scheme organised by the linen industry 
for the advertising of damask in the 
United States. 

Further contributions are also to be 
made for publicity covering all kinds of 
linens not only in America, but in the 
home markets and the Dominions, and it 
is hoped by these means to give a fillip to 
the industry. It is stated that there is 
an increasing demand for fine cambrics 
and sheet linen, and that these standard 
goods are now being manufactured for 
definite orders as well as for stock. With 
the approach of the Christmas season there 
is certain to be an increased demand for 
linen handkerchiefs. and these have been 
made up attractively in boxes of small 
quantities suitable for gifts. Apart from 
these considerations, there is nothing im- 
portant to report in the general situation.

| WIRELESS LINK TO. 
THE NORTH. . 


PROPOSAL TO THE 
GOVERNMENT, 
x— 


The isolation of Northern Ireland by the 
cutting off of telephone and telegraph eom- 
munication on two occasions during recent 
storms Was referred to at the meeting of 
the Belfast and District Chamber of Trade 
yesterday. 

The president (Major J. 'T. Duffin, 
M.C.) said that the members would have 
seen that the yuestion of the interruption 
of communication during the recent storm 
had attracted attention in the Press, It 
seems rather outrageous that in 1928, on 
account of storms, Ulster should be cut off 
from all communication from the outside 
world, That was the second occasion on 
which that had occurred within the last 
two dr three months, 

Mr. D. E. Lowry said that the time 
had come when they should. have a wireless 
station for Northern Ireland. He 
mentioned also the inconvenience caused 
to people who went down to the quays to 
wait for the arrival of boats. He moved 
that the Chamber should - urge the 
Northern Government to approach the 
Imperial Government with a view to 
emphasising the importance of the instal- 
lation of a supplementary wireless service 
between Ulster and other centres in Great 
Britain so ag to avoid a repetition of such 
interruptions as had recently occurred 
owing to storm disturbances, resulting in 
serious inconvenience and financial loss. 
Mr. 8. D. Bell, J.P., seconded, and the 
resolution was unanimously earried, the 
president being thanked for having 
brought the matter before the Chamber.
